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Court decision on local aid 
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adds to budget confusion

A recent decision by the Mass- 
achusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
caused the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen to ask some hard ques- 
tions Monday night as they signed 
the warrant for the June 12 special 
override election. 

The court ruled Monday that 
Governor Michael Dukakis illegal- 
ly withheld $210 million in local 
aid, However, the nine-member 
court stopped short of ordering the 
state to repay the money it owed to 
local cities and towns. The main 
problem foreseen is where the 
money will come from since the 
state's fiscal picture, according to 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski, 
is ina "shambles." 

"It's one thing to win a judgemeat 
and another thing to collect," said 
Stapezynski, as he advised select- 


men to follow through with their 
decision to try to override the levy 
limit by $838,505. 

The amount of local aid withheld 
from Wilmington was $637,918. 
Most of that money was slated for 
education and highway reconstru- 
ction accounts. Selectmen wonder- 
ed if they should wait on an 
override election or just override 
$200,000 as was suggested by 
Mark Haldane. They were 
concerned that, if it passes, the 
$838,505 would be added to the 
town's base for calculating the levy 
limit. Stapezynski said with the 
state picture so uncertain, any 
delay would mean the town would 
have to wail that much longer to 
balance its own budget. 

Stapezynski pointed out it was 
possible the money may make the 
local aid picture worse for 1991 if 


the state decides to take it out of 
next year's allotment. 

"How it will affect 1991 no one 
really knows," the town manager 
said. He added, however, "we real- 
ly wouldn't be in the straits that 
we're in if we got the money 
before." 

Following debate on whether or 
not to extend the usual hours, the 
board set election hours between 
10 a.m, and 8 p.m. Town Clerk Pat 
Ward noted if the polls were to 
open at 7 a.m., it could cost the 
town $500 in overtime salary. 

The last day to register to vote is 
May 23. Citizens can vote by 
absentee ballot up to noon on June 
11. According to Ward, absentee 
ballots may be filled out over the 
counter in her office or may be 
mailed to interested voters. 


Doucette replaces Cain 
as chairman of selectmen

czynski acknowledged, adding that 
he had never been bored during his 
tenure. He praised the 12 selectmen 
he had worked with throughout the 
years, 


Bank robber 
gets eight 
year sentence 


A Somerville man has been 
sentenced to eight years in prison 
for robbing a Wilmington bank last 
November. 

Michael Walter, 39, of 9 Direnzo 
Terr., Somerville recently pleaded 
guilty to armed robbery charges. A 
co-defendant, Michael J. Micle, 46, 
of 18 Fitzhenry St., Revere also 
pleaded guilty and is scheduled to 
be sentenced on June 12. 

The men were arrested outside 
the North Wilmington branch of 
the Reading Cooperative Bank on 
Nov. 25, 1989. FBI agents had 
tailed the men to the bank on a tip 
they were planning a bank 
robbery, While the agents watched, 
the men entered the bank with a 
gun and a plastic bag. They were 
arrested as they exited the bank 
with $19,960. 

The sentence was handed down in 
U.S. District Court in Boston by 
Judge Robert Keeton. 
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"We are going to miss Buzz, With 
remorse we send you to Andover," 
Dan Ballou told the town manager 
Stapezynski will assume his new 
duties as Andover Town Manager 
June 4.

During the board's reorgani- 
zation process, Doucette received 
the unanimous support of fellow 


selectmen to become the new chair- 
man of the board. Those present 
acknowledged Cain's contribution 
to the town while he was in office. 

Stapezynski said Cain lives up to 
the old axiom: "If you want a job 
done, give it to a busy man,” 

Doucette said he was looking for- 
ward to the challenges facing the 
board in the year ahead, including 
the hiring of a new administrative 
head, keeping the tax base stable, 
and replacing the town center 
bridge.

Gillis allowed to 
withdraw resignation

Accusations flew back and forth 
Tuesday as the Wilmington Hous- 
ing Authority attempted to resolve 
problems surrounding the May 1 
reorganization of the board and 
subsequent resignation of veteran 
member Dan Gillis. 

Following the election of Mich- 
ael Donovan to the chairmanship of 
the authority, Gillis submitted a 
hastily written letter of resig- 
nation. WHA members took no 
action on the letter, which gave 
Gillis a chance to reconsider his 
action and submit another letter 
asking to stay on the board. That 
letter, according to Executive

Director Ella Belmore, was dated 
May 8. Key to discussion Tuesday 
was the fact that Gillis’ original 
letter was never brought to the 
town clerk and, as such, no new 


appointments could be made to fill 
the vacant seat. 

Donovan told fellow members he 
called Tuesday's special meeting to 
review the chronology of events 
and to discuss Gillis’ resignation. 

“For the record, I'm not here to 
take anybody off the board," Don- 
ovan said as he urged members to 
discuss the issue in "a responsible, 
mature manner." 

Donovan said he tried to contact 
Gillis by phone and finally wrote 
hima letter giving him until May 8 
to reconsider his action, Joan Sa- 
dowski took exception to the fact 
that she wasn't told a letter was 
being sent to Gillis on the board's 
behalf. She added a time limit was 
never discussed by the board. 


Donovan said he sought advice 
from the town manager and has 
already received three inquiries 
from residents secking to fill 
Gillis’ seat. 

When Belmore said she had re- 
ceived the May 8 letter from Gillis 
reconsidering his action, Donovan 
repeatedly asked why he was never 
notified so he could stop pursuing 
Gillis' resignation. Belmore said 
that any member coming into the 
office was notified and Donovan 
never came in. 

"Your first reaction should have 
been to call me," said the chairman 
adding, though he didn't wish to 
"slight" Belmore, the whole issue 
should really be handled by the 
board members. 

On a motion from Elaine Hachey, 
members voted to reinstate Gillis 
and void his letter of resignation. 
The only member not in attendance 
was Dave Fitzgerald. 


Non-profit corporation 
seeks to build more homes

As the Wilmington Community 
Development Corporation nears 
the end of its commitment to build 
an affordable home on Everett 
Avenue, board members are con- 
sidering other options in town 
According to WCDC treasurer 
Vaughn Surprenant, the corpo- 
ration has met with the housing 
authority to discuss building a 
home on Houghton Road, The lot 
was one of two turned over to the 
housing authority for a home for 
autistic children. Since the Hough- 
ton Road parcel will not now be 
used in that capacity, the WHA is 
considering working with the 
WCDC to erect a low income home 
on the site. Surprenant said his 
coporation has already applied to 
the Shawsheen Tech once again to 
have the WCDC part of the lottery 
process for a student built home. 
Tech students are currently com- 
pleting the home on Everett Ave- 
nue and have received high praise 
for the quality of their work. 
At Thursday's meeting of the 
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affordable housing task force, 
members told Surprenant and fel- 
low WCDC member Bob Langri- 
gan the corporation may need a 
vote of town meeting to change the 
use of the Houghton Road lot 
Bruce MacDonald suggested they 
check the wording on the original 
article. 

The task force also encouraged 
the two men to contact local dev- 
elopers Dick Stuart and Peter 
DeGennaro to discuss an afford- 
able housing proposal with them 
Since the agreement to build an 
affordable home on Ohio Street for 
the Wilmington Housing Authority 
fell through, the developers said in 
a letter to the board they hope to 
honor their commitment to the 
town in another way. 

In their proposal, Stuart and 
DeGennaro said they hope to build 
five affordable homes on town- 
owned sites off Lee Street, Lynch 
Lane, and Gorham Street. They 
said the town could hold en to the 
land and they would build the 
homes and sell them direcily to 


qualified buyers whose annuat 
income would be 80 percent or less 
of the mean statistical income for 
the area. The selling price of the 
homes would be between $75,000 
and $95,000. MacDonald suggested 
the WCDC get involved in the 
transaction and the task force table 
any further ‘discussion until their 
next meeting June 7 to allow both 
sides to discuss the issue. The mo- 


tion carried unanimously. 

Surprenant assured the task force 
the corporation would follow 
through and contact the developers 
to see what could be worked out in 
the best interest of the town, When 
MacDonald suggested the task 
force try to free up some other 
town-owned land at the special 
town meeting so the WCDC or 
developers could finally start 
building low-income housing, Sur- 
prenant and Landrigan said they 
could handle the job. 

"We can get it done; just give us 
the land," said Landrigan.

Wilmington selectmen decided 
Monday there would be no need to 
meet further with Tewksbury se- 
lectmen on the Salem Street truck 
exclusion despite the threat of a suit 
by Tewksbury against the state 
DPW 

Sandra Barbeau, executive 
retary for Tewksbury selectmen, 
sent a Ictter to the state in February 
stating her board's intention to file 
suit "to prevent the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works from 
taking any action that is in violation 
of thcir own rules and regula- 
tions." Tewksbury officials have 
said they oppose the exclusion 
because it increases truck traffic on 
roads in their town, 

In a reply May 1, George Turner, 
chief engineer for the DPW, said 
his department would withhold ap- 
proval of the exclusion until Wil- 
mington and Tewksbury officials 
meet to try to resolve their diffe-

rences. In fact, the state had repor- 
tedly already given its approval on 
the plan by Wilmington to ban 
trucks over 10 tons from Salem 
Street and other roads in town, 

At Monday's meeting of the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen, 
Mark Haldane said he had spoken 
with Senator Robert Buell who 
assured him Turner can't hold the 
state's approval in abeyance. Hal- 
dane, an attorney, said it was his 
opinion the decision to erect the 
signs banning truck traffic on 
certain roads in Wilmington was 
“Icgal and binding." 

"I think we did the right thing,” 
agreed Dan Ballou and others. 

"The signs are up and they're 
working,” noted Robert Cain. 

A one-hour spot check by the 
Town Crier on Tuesday morning 
found that only six oversize trucks 
used Salem Street between 8 and 9 
a.m.

Housing authority decries 
loss of Ohio Street home

* The Wilmington Housing Auth- 
ority held a post mortem, of sorts, 
on Tuesday on a home on Ohio 
Street. The home was built by 
Peter DeGennaro and Dick Stuart 
and, by a decision of the board of 
appeals, was supposed to be sold to 
the housing authority for a low- 
income family. However, several 
problems were brought to light as 
work progressed on the house. Asa 
result, the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development 
directed WHA members to with- 
hold $5,000 until landscaping and 
drainage problems were resolved. 
In addition, said WHA Executive 
Director Ella Belmore, a title 
search revealed that the septic 
system was built on land not owned 
by the developers, 

The developers recently put the 
home on the market as the Right of 
First Refusal held by the housing 
authority expired March 15. De- 
Gennaro and Stuart told the town 
they would not now be doing 


business with the WHA. 

Board members expressed hope 
that they could still take some ac- 
tion to retain the home. They also 
questioned the developers’ action 
and the legality of their going a- 
gainst the board of appeals deci- 
sion, which did not contain a time 
limit for turning over the home. 
However, appeals board Chairman 
Bruce MacDonald told this paper 
last week the developers had a two 
year timeframe, which is spelled 
out in the zoning regulations under 
the section on special permits. 

"This is a great loss, as far as I'm 
concerned," said WHA Chairman 
Michael Donovan. 

"I don't think we have any legal 
right at this point," noted Belmore, 
who added they should now go 
through the board of appeals and 
require their decisions to be more 
“specific.” 

Dan Gillis accused the developers 
of "procrastinating" a year before 
construction got underway. He and 
Donovan suggested the board con- 


tact an attorney w see wuat van 0& 
done to salvage the situation. 

In other business, Donovan urged 
Belmore to push the state to finish 
the title search, the legal contract, 
and inspection of the affordable 
home on Everret Avenue so as not 
to cost the Wilmington Community 
Development Corporation addi- 
tional funds. That home is being 
sold to the housing authority by the 
corporation for lease to a low- 
income family. Directors of the 
non-profit group had said they 
need to sell the property by May 30 
or it could cost them additional 
funds from their own pockets 
which, in turn, would up the price 
of the home. Belmore replied that 
everything was being done "in a 
timely fashion," 

However, she added,"it's not a 
very quick process." Gillis praised 
both Belmore and Senator Robert 
Buell for being instrumental in 
getting the state to allow a transfer 
of funds to pay for the home.

It is disappointing that the selectmen have chosen to open up the 
temporary job to local citizens who may or may not be qualified 
when Jeff Hull has earned the right to that position. By not 
immediately appointing-Jeff acting manager, the sclectmen may 
have unwittingly placed 4 black mark on any future aspirations the 
assistant manager may have. Their action most certainly has been 
construed by some as a slap in the face to a person who has done 
his job and done ix well. 

Apparently, only time will tell who will be leading Wilmington 
through some difficult times in the months ahead.

Override issue clouded by confusion : 


When is an override not an increase? 

Wilmington voters will go to the polls next month to vote on an 
override of Prop. 2 1/2. The override would allow the town to 
proceed with a budget that is $838,000 over the levy limit set by 
the state Dept. of Revenue. 

That is only part of the story. What few people realize is that the 
state has already reduced the levy limit by $803,000. The actual 
increase is only $35,000. 

What this means is that the override will only increase the total 
tax take for the town by $35,000 over last year's figures. 

What a defeat of the override means is that the town budget will 
have to be reduced. Thi not a question of the town fathers 
asking for a large increase, but instead is a matter of trying to 
preserve the budget as it would have been. 

Wilmington finds itself in this strange predicament because of a 
ruling made in the state Dept. of Revenue last year. The ruling 
involved the overrides which the town voted in 1984 and 1985 to 
fund $7.7 million worth of renovations to Wilmington High 
School. 

After those overrides were approved, the town received $4.5 
million in reimbursement from the state School Building 
Assistance Bureau (SBAB). 

The state DOR ruling was to the effect that the town should have 
reduced the overrides by the amount of the SBAB grant. And 
while the DOR did not require the town to alter the figures from 
years past and completed, it has forced the town to reduce its levy 
limit by $803,000. 

The levy limit is the amount of money that the town is allowed to 
collect in taxes. The figure is set by the town under a formula and 
is then approved by the state DOR. 

That $803,000 reduction means that the town was already down 
that amount when it began to set its budget. It also means that if 
the override fails, Wilmington taxpayers will get a tax cut. Of 
course, if the override fails, the town (and this includes the 
schools) will be forced to lay off a great many employees. 

The town mecting votes which restored many jobs to the payroll 
was called a "feeding frenzy" by a member of the finance 
committee. And while there was a certain mood to the meeting, 
and many of those present were town employees, the budget as 
voted in the town meeting was nothing exorbitant. What the 
budget did was override the finance committee recommendations, 
recommendations that were based on the levy limit without the 
override. 

The fincom had a tough job to to, trying to fit the budget into a 
reduced levy limit. They had to make realistic recommendations, 
and they did. The budget they recomended was based on the 
assumption that the town would not pass an override. 

It may well be that the town will have to live by that budget. 
Overrides are not popular in Massachusetts. After all, nobody 
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person, heard laughter from the 
confines of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. They heard mocking 
applause from solicitors: who just 
days before stated that "no one 
likes to raise taxes." They heard 
laughter, taunt and ridicule di- 
rected to those in the chambers 
who dared to defend the rights of 
the true contributors of the 
Commonwealth. 

I heard it too, and yet, I'm still a 
Democrat. The majority celebrated 
their victory the way the morbid 
would dance on a grave, and they 
smiled like only Charlie Flaherty 
knows how, behind the walls of the 
back room, drinking the ale of 
kings. It drove me to ultimate rage, 
and to the Boston Common last 
Saturday afternoon to attend a 
taxpayers’ revolt with others in the 
same state of frustration and 
torment as myself. They were all 
workers and former workers, 
married with children, angry and 
desperate, and all with a story to 
share, with a common bond, all 
mad as hell and all not taking it 
anymore, 

At the forefront, leading the 
charge of "No New Taxes" and 
"Not One Cent More," were Re- 
publicans, running for governor, 
or senator, or rep, but not a single 
outsider Democrat in sight. No 
Frank Balognie, no Long John 
Silber, no Jack Flooded, and no 
Evelyn Dukakis. Out of sight, out 
of mind, and hopefully, by Novem- 
ber, just a bad memory. And what 
of the vegetation we call State Reps 
and Senators, who had such a good 
time last Monday night at the 
expense of our Commonwealth. 

The message is simple. There's a 
storm coming, our storm, and 
when it hits you, it will tear your 
hands from our pockets, wipe you 
away from the powers of autho- 
rity, and change the face of the 
Peoples’ Socialist Republic of 
Massachusetts, back to the fore- 
fathers eternal dream of a utopian 
Commonwealth.

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Wheelchair gathers dust 
while quad sits in pain 


“Scott Swanson is engaged in battle 
with the medical bureaucracy, and 
they're fighting back hard. 

-At stake is a custom-built $7,000 
wheelchair which is Scott's mobility 
arid, if properly constructed for his 
special needs, his comfort, 

‘Swanson, a Tewksbury resident, 
was seriously injured in a 1987 car 
accident in Lowell which left hima 
quadraplegic. His medical needs are 
complex, and the wheelchair he 
requires for day-to-day living is 
hardly a basic model. 

Like others in his condition, Scott 
requires a wheelchair designed for 
his specific needs, The chair should 
be motorized for mobility and must 
have a preasure system in the back 
quarters because Scott doesn't have 
the ability to sit up in the chair, Ina 
nut-shell, this pressure system 
allows him to sit comfortably for 
extended periods of time. His 
wheelchair also has to recline 
backward to avoid pain, 

But accoding to Scott, the chair 
recently ordered for him by his 
physical therapist at a cost to Medi- 
caid of $7,000 is all wrong. This 
has created a nasty fight between 
him- self, the therapist, and the 
medical supply company, Auantic 
Rehab of Watertown. 

"Auantic got the chair totally 
wrong", said Swanson, who main- 
tains that the order was botched by 
Auantic operator Don Milani and 
Swanson's physical therapist Jill 
Page. Meanwhile, the chair, which 
could at least be used by someone in 
need, is alreadyepaid for in full by 
Medicaid and presently sits in

storage at a Watertown warehouse. 

Swanson says his present chair, 
which is old and should be replaced, 
is making his daily routine difficult 
at best. "The chair I have now I can't 
sit in all day. It doesn't have the 
automatic recliner I need and there 
is no pressure flow which causes me 
a good amount of pain. Because I'm 
a quadraplegic I need a new chair to 
relieve pain as well as to get 
around", said Swanson. 

Swanson maintains that he has 
tried to get Atlantic Rehab to 
accomodate his needs by modifying 
the chair which is now paid for, but 
that they haven't been willing to talk 
this out. "Everytime I tried to talk 
to him (Don Milani, Atlantic Rehab) 
he was out to lunch or unavailable, 
and he would never speak to me; I 
don't know why he can't fix the 
chair. Medicaid won't pay for 
another chair and Atlantic Rehab 
won't give back the money", said 
Swanson, who refuses to accept 
shipment of the chair Atlantic now 
has in storage. 

But both Auantic Rehab operator 
Don Milani and therapist Jill Page 
maintain that the chair is exactly 
what Swanson ordered. Milani said 
that the chair has already been 
modified for Swanson and is waiting 
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for him. And therapist Jill Page 
insists that the chair was designed 
only after close consultation with 
the patient. She believes that Swan- 
son simply decided at the last mo- 
ment that "he wanted a different 
brand.” "It's like if you decided you 
wanted a Chevy after you buy a 
Ford", said Page, using the exact 
quote which Milani did in a separate 
interview. 

"It's a shame that the state paid for 
it, and in the middle of this budget 
crisis it's sitting there collecting 
dust", added Page. 

This dispute was even too com- 
plicated for the state Attorney 
General's office. Assistant AG Steve 
Poitrast said his office has just com- 
pleted an extensive review of the 
case and has chalked it up to an im- 
passe between parties. “There's no- 
thing we can do further,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Swanson is in pain. 
His present chair doesn't meet his 
medical needs just as he insists the 
new one will not. On the flip side of 
the coin is Atlantic Rehab, now 
$7,000 richer, ready to deliver a 
chair they say is exactly what the 
doctor ordered. 

And somewhere out there is 
another Scott Swanson we don't 
even now about who in a day and 
age of scyrocketing health care costs 
may have no chair at all. 

Ironcially at the same moment, 
there's a paid-for-in-full $7,000 
model collecting dust in a Water- 
town warehouse.

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Backyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

"No self respecting gardening 
column can reasonably be expected 
to go through the month of May 
Without some mention of tomatoes. 

The tomato, after all, is the 
fumber one vegetable (fruit, 
technically) in America's backyard 
garden. The Garden Association of 
America reports that over 90 
percent of home gardeners include 
this reliable plant in their spring 
planting rites each year. 

Last year we devoted two May 
columns to tomato culture and I 
don't think it is necessary to 
entirely rehash that information 
now. Nevertheless, for beginner 
gardeners (and as a quick refresher 
course for more experienced 
growers) I thought it would be 
useful to offer "Ten Steps to a 
Successful Tomato Harvest." 

1, Select a planting site which 
teceives a minimum of six hours of 
direct sunlight a day, on which 
tomatoes were not grown last 
year. 

‘2..Allow enough room in your 
Plan so that each plant will stand no 
Closer than two and a half feet from 
its closest neighbor. Three feet 
Spacing is ideal. 

“'3, Spade into the tomato bed 
€qual amounts of peat moss and 
processed (bagged) cow manure. 
(peat moss for moisture retention 
and cow manure for fertile organic 
matter.) 

“4. Purchase stocky plants from a 
reputable grower. Avoid tall, 
spindly plants. 

5. Set the young plants into the 
garden after May 15, but listen for 
late spring frost warnings. Be 
Prepared to cover plants with 
newspaper cones if the weather 
men say "chance of scattered frosts 
in the usual interior cold spots." 
That means us. 

6. Place your tomato plants into 
the soil a full two inches deeper 
than they stood in their containers. 
The additional stem area below soil 
level encourages an extensive root 
system, with healthier and more 
productive plants later on. 

7. To prevent cutworm losses, use 
the old toothpick trick. Slide two 
toothpicks snugly down opposite 
sides of the stem so that the pick is 
half in and half out of the soil. With 
this barrier in place, the cutworm 
is unable to sever the’ plant stem. I 
have not lost a tomato or pepper 
plant to this insect in a dozen years,

A cutworm-foiling toothpick trick 
since I began substituting tooth 
picks for paper cups or collars. 

8. Immediately after planting, 
soak each tomato plant with a half 
gallon of water soluble plant food. 
Miracle Grow For Tomatoes is 
excellent, Don't be tempted to use a 
double or triple strength solution, 
since it is possible to kill your 
plants with kindness. 

9. Apply-a two inch grass, leaves 
or peat mulch around each plant, 
15 inches in a circle out from the 
stem. This stabilizes soil tempe- 
ratures (which the plants seem to 
appreciate) and conserves moisture 
by up to 75 percent. Thereafter, 
deep soak your plants once a week 
and continue to apply Miracle 
Grow (or Rapid Gro or Pete's) 
every 15 days. 

10. Inspect your plants weekly 
for insect damage of the onset of 
diseases. Remove and destroy 
hornworms as they appear and be 
prepared with a pint of an all 
purpose garden fungicide to ward 
off wilts, fungus and virus diseases. 
More on plant disease treatments in 
July. 

There you have it. Follow these 
simple suggestions and you should 
be harvesting luscious sun ripened 
tomatoes by mid July. My personal 
favorite variety is Jumbo, an 
improved beefsteak type sold by 
Yentile's Garden Center in South 
Wilmington, off Rt. 38. For a 
dependable earlier variety, try Jet 
Star. 

A brief postscript to anyone who 
purchased Atlantic Giant pumpkin 
plants on Earth Day in Wil- 
mington: if your plant has not 
survived for whatever reason, 
don't despair. Mahoney's Too on 

Main Street in Tewksbury has an 
adequate supply of strong young 
Aulantic Giant plants all ready to be 
sc} out this weekend.

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Hillview in North Reading 


A townan

Two years ago the fate of 
North Reading's most valuable 
and visible open space was being 
debated, and the future of 
Hillview Golf Club hung in the 
balance. Today, thanks to quick 
action, excellent research and 
management skills and determina- 


tion to succeed, the 141 acre par- 
cel is owned by the town. 

To put this story into perspec- 
tive, we can draw an analogy 
between world wide environmen- 
tal concerns and one that is close 
to home. In 1988 the former 
owner of Hillview Golf Club 
wanted to sell much of the land so 
it could be turned into a housing

development. However, a group 
of public minded citizens had 
other ideas, and the determination 
and ability to explain to this 
town's 13.000 residents exactly 
what was at stake, Subsequently, 
the Hillview Study Committee 
went to work and proved beyond 
a reasonable doubt that a Central 
Street well and aquifer located on 
the property were in danger of 
being adversely affected by a 
housing development of this mag- 
nitude. 

Two weeks before a special 
town meeting was held in 1988, 
the Hillview Study Committee did 
an excellent job of selling their 
proposal to take the open space by 
eminent domain. The jist of their 
message was that the project 
made both environmental and 
financial sense since the golf 
course could be acquired with a 
minimal outlay of $200,000. The 
end result? Voters gave the HSC 
overwhelming approval, 611-9. 
Articles to take the land by emi- 
nent domain and to finance it by 
bond authorization were approved 
by an astounding 98.5% majority. 

Last month North Reading cel- 
ebrated its own special earth day 
April 9th when they wrote another 
chapter in this ongoing saga. 
Voters approved an article to 
authorize the Hillview Commis- 
sion (which replaced the HSC) to 
borrow an additional $500,000 to 
complete the acquisition of the 
popular golf course by eminent 
domain. 

James J. Senior, chairman of 
the Hillview Commission, says 
the town has saved more than a 
valuable piece of open space. It 
has invested in a self-financing 
project that will in 1993 return 
between $10,000 - $50,000 to the 
town treasury. 

Senior, a partner in the Wobum 
law firm of Conn, Austin, Conn & 
Senior, reports the Hillview 
Commission manages the golf 
club and clubhouse much as a 
board of directors manages a cor- 
poration. The Commission is a 
separate arm of local government 
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responsible to the taxpayers and 
subject to all statutes that regulate 
municipal government, The 
Commission decided to hire a 
professional management group, 
Golf Facilities Management, Inc., 
rather than have municipal 
employees work at the North 
Street site. 

Senior says, "It's a case of pay- 
ing off your bills while paying off 
your ($5.2 million) debt." 
Moreover, the Commission has a 
capital reinvestment plan whereby 
it will put back 5% to 10% of its 
gross into maintenance/improve- 
ment of the course and clubhouse. 

James Senior points out that 
North Reading's way of managing 
its golf course is very different 
from the way most cities and 
towns which own municipal 
courses manage theirs. He says 
that the accepted way of manag- 
ing golf courses is to establish a 
separate department with a budget 
and staff. Meanwhile, "The 
Hillview Commission pays its 
bills out of our revenue." 

GFMI's four partners met 
recently on a warm spring day at 
Hillview. Sitting in The Pub's din- 
ing-room, Michael J. Foster, pres- 
ident, looked like he was ready to 
tee it up and reach for his driver. 
Instead, he outlined several 
improvements he and his partners 
would like to see made at 
Hillview; move the pro shop and 
have a golf cart barn under it, 
increase the size of the driving 
range, rebuild more tees, tree thin- 
ning which will enable grass to 
grow better and buy new 
hydraulic fairway mowers. Foster 
estimates the proposed improve- 
ments will cost about $500,000 - 
money the Hillview Commission 
can't squeeze out of its tight 
reserve funds today. However, 
James Senior agrees capital 
improvements must be made and 
he points to several which have 
been done; "We have rebuilt a 
couple of tees already. We can't do 
18 tees at once." Senior notes that 
last year a new sprinkler system 
was installed which draws from 
two small water holes on the 
course. 

Brian Gilchrist, the 34-year-old 
pro with the long arms and string 
bean build, is often seen behind 
the cash register or selling clubs 
and golf accessories. Today the

lean bespectacled professional 
comments on the 18 hole, 5700 
yard layout; "The greens make the 
course- we have one of the best 
set of greens around. They're 
tricky and demand good putting 
skills." The winner of the North 
Shore Amateur Tournament in 
1974 and 1978 says, "It's great to 
work for the public - no 
favoritism is show - it's first 
come, first served on the tee 
times. They seem to enjoy the 
pace of play.

FM TALK: Our far-flung cor- 
respondent is making his first 
return trip of the season to 
Newport this week; till his return 
here is another edition of off-beat 
tidbits on American history to 
keep you readers busy: 

In “Release for Publication,” 
author Oscar King Davis relates 
one of the most fascinating stories 
to come out of the Teddy 
Roosevelt era. It centered around 
Roosevelt’s penchant for deliver- 
ing lengthy speeches, and how 
one of those speeches actually 
saved his life. 

Roosevelt liked to write his 
speeches on small sheets of paper, 
using large print with extra space 
to make the speeches easier to 
deliver. In 1912, while in 
Milwaukee to campaign for the 
Presidency as the candidate of the 
Bull Moose party, Roosevelt 
wrote a speech that required fifty 
pages; folded over, the speech was 
one hundred pages, 

Roosevelt put the speech in his 
pocket, and as he left his hotel for 
a rally, a would-be assassin fired a 
shot at Roosevelt, The bullet pen- 
etrated his jacket, vest, eyeglass 
case and the one hundred pages of 

paper. The bullet then lodged in 
Roosevelt's fifth rib, cracking it 
but not seriously injuring the 
candidate, 

According to Davis's book, if

the one hundred pages had nat 
been in Roosevelt’s pocket, the 
bullet would have gone through 
his heart and killed him instantly. 
Roosevelt aides requested that one 
of them deliver the speech at the 
rally, but Roosevelt refused, seiz- 
ing the opportunity to tell the 
crowd that it “takes more than that 
to kill a bull moose!” At one point 
during the speech, Roosevelt 
removed his jacket and vest, and 
revealed his blood-stained shirt. 
He then proceeded to remove his 
shirt and reveal the actual wound. 

In spite of the injury, Roosevelt 
managed to deliver his entire 
speech. His dramatic delivery, 
however, did not have quite the 
impact he’d hoped for, because he 
ended up losing the national vote 
that year. In fact, Roosevelt never 
even carried the state of 
Wisconsin. 

In “The Americans: The 
Democratic Experience,” b 
Daniel Boorstin, the story of 
Clarence Birdseye, the Massa- 
chusetts naturalist who discovered 
the frozen food process and then 
founded the corporation that still 
bears his name today, is told. In 
1912, Birdseye was on a fur-trad- 
ing expedition in Labrador, One 
day he happened to be fishing 
through a hole in some ice. The

“We leave our doors open as 
much as we can,” says Lynnfield’s 
Anthony Rauseo, Jr., looking 
toward the entrance of Yogels, the 
one and only yogurt-bagel-salad 
bar in the area.

“That's how I grew up - the 
back door was always open. I 
nfiss those days. I try to do that in 
my neighborhood and we do it 
here, for sure.” 

Rausco's love and respect for 
home and family translate handily 
into his newest venture where tra- 
filion mixes comfortably with 
high tech’, neighborliness with 
noon, and nonfat with hot fudge, 
all to various tunes from a 
Wurlitzer player piano. The aim is 
excellence - awash in the warm 
ulow of a hospitality sweet, 

But never on Sunday. “We're a 
family-run business and we’re 
retailers, and I’ve found if we 
don't force ourselves to take a day 
off, we won't,” he says. “We 
wouldn't want to work on 
Sundays. We wouldn’t want to 
force anyone else to.” 

The Rauseo family is “every- 
where.” From south of Avelino, 
Italy to East Boston (the Rausco 
Deli), Everett, Revere, Lynnfield 
10 families, and Lynnfield Office 
Park), Wakefield (my younger 
brother, the attorney), the North 
Shore (my other younger brother, 
Montillio’s inh iberty Tree Mall 
ind Salem). 


Wife Susan (Akin), an engineer 
at GTE, grew up in Lynnfield. 
Yogels is their baby. For now. 

“We're doing an identified 
adoption and our baby is coming 
in July,” says Rauseo. “The news 
of the adoption and our opening 
came one week apart!” 

Rauseo, 34, graduated from 
Malden Catholic; holds a bache- 
lor’s in mathematics from Boston 
University, a master’s in finance 
from Northeastern’s executive 
MBA program. As a systems 
engineer at GTE in Woburn, he 
used to be in charge of sales and 
engineering in New England and 
Canada. He’s about to become a 
former stockbroker. 

Loves retail. Has always loved 
cooking. Tasted frozen yogurt for 
the first time last August, in 
Tewksbury 

Bingo! 

And right down to business: 
survey yogurt; shop sites; think 
year-round, all-day; decide image, 
inside and other. Rauseo’s guide- 
lines are simple: carry only the 
best - it sells itself; love thy fami- 
ly and neighbor; brighten up thy 
neighborhood; work hard; have 
fun. With a personal touch all the 
way. “Just for the yumm of it.” 

Tried 22 yogurt shops from 
Sebago Lake to Cape Cod; inter- 
viewed owners, “We tasted all the 
frozen yogurts we could,” he says. 

Chocolate raspberry torte. 
Coconut creme. Strawberry 
banana. French vanilla. Juicy 
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oranges. Nine fabulous flavors a 
week, including swirls; terrific 
taste and texture: fresh, true, 
creamy. “We offer an excellent 
yogurt, and that’s not by acci- 
dent,” says Rauseo. “We use a dif- 
ferent machine from anybody 
else. 

One of many Yogels phenome- 
na: the diet sundae - hot fudge, 
chocolate mint, fresh strawberries; 
peanuts, if you dare; grapenuts, a 
safe bet. Ultimate and unique: a 
98 percent nonfat, hot fudge sun- 
dae - 160 calories a shot, 110 with 
“Just 10” - first available last 
Friday. “We sold more of those 
that day than Hershey's hot fudge 
sundaes all last week,” says 
Rauseo. 

Not exactly dieting? Top your 
yogurt with Heathbars, coconut, 
M&M's, marshmallow, Snickers, 
jimmies, Oreos, granola, Reese’s 
peanut butter cups, trail mix, 
chocolate chips, pistachios ... 
gummy bears. 

“We offer 26 basic toppings, 
plus whipped cream. We're bring- 
ing in graham crackers,” he says. 
“We rotate so we don't get 
bored.” 

Person, however, does not live 
by yogurt alone. Especially in 
New England. “Busine: based 
on frozen desserts alone have a 
tough time during the winter,” 
says Rauseo. “We had to develop 
something differen 

Enter bage mom-made 
soup. Buncha’ bananas, piece of 
pita, hand-cut vegetables, melons, 
lowfat ham, honey dijon and 
parmesan peppercorn dressings, 
coffee, and conversation, Teal, 
pink, sparkling bright.

In “Futility,” the Morgan 
Robertson novel, a ship called the 
Titan was described, and it bore 
an amazing resemblance to the 
real Titanic, which came along 
fourteen years later. The real ship 
was 800 feet long; Robertson's 
ship was 882.5 feet long. The 
Titanic weighed 66,000 tons fully 
loaded; the Titan weighed 70,000 
tons fully loaded. Both carried a 
maximum of 3,000 passengers, 
and both were equipped with few 
lifeboats. In “Futility,” the Titan 
considered the greatest luxury 
ship in the world, and it was sup- 
posed to be unsinkable, 

Then one cold April night, the 
Titan struck an iceberg in the 
Auantic and went down. Fourteen 
years later, the real Titanic, on a 
cold April night, struck an iceberg 
in the Auantic and sunk, shocking 
the world. What the experts had 
said would never happen had 
actually happened.
